OLD HOLY LAND 
INSCRIPTION OF 
NO SIGNIFICANCE 


Discovery of Words “Jesus 
| —Son of Joseph” on Tomb 
Not Recent, and Coinci- 
dence of Names Is Purely 
Fortuitous, Scholars Say.

| Jerusalem.—The return to Palestine 
| of Dr. Eleazar Lipa Sukenik, archaeo- 
logist of the University of Jerusalem, 
who started a furore with his lecture 
before the Archaeological Institute of 
| Berlin, where he spoke of the discov- 
ery of an ossuary bearing the inscrip- 
tion“Jesus, Son of Joseph,” has ser- 
ved to clarify the situation to some 
extent. 

For one thing, Dr. Sukenik has ex- 
hibited a photograph from the De- 
|partment of Antiquities showing a 
sarocophagus bearing the inscription 
“Yesua son of Yehoseph.” Some of 
the most eminent archaelogists in the 
Holy Land had vigoroulsy denied, 
prior to Dr. Sukenik’s return, that 
any such inscription was known to 
exist. 

One of these archaelpgists, the Rev. 
'L. Hugues Vincent, O.P., the most 
eminent in his field in Palestine, was 
astonished when Dr. Sukenik showed 
him the photograph, the more so since 
only a few days before, when he had 
heard reports of Dr. Sukenik’s lecture 
in Berlin, Father Vincent had gone to 
the Administration of Antiquities for 
an explanation, and had received a 
formal denial of the existence in its 
collections of any such inscription. 

Inscription May Be False 

From Father Vincent your corres- 
pondent has obtained what is unques- 
tionably the most authoritative state- 
ment available on the entire incident. 
This statement, made expressly for 
the N. C. W. C. News Service, is as 
follows:

Washington.—The Rev. Dr. Hubert 
Louis Motry, of, the faculty of the 
School of Canon Law, the Catholic 
University of America, here, will be in 
charge of the “Queen Box” in the 
“Catholic Hour,” beginning Sunday, 
March 1, and continuing until Sunday, 
April 19, it was announced recently. 
The “Catholic Hour” is sponsored by 
the National Council of Catholic Men 
and is broadcast over a network of 
the National Broadcasting Company 

Dr. Motry succeeds the Rev. Dr. 
John E,. Wickham, pastor of St. Bren- 
dan’s Church, New York, who has con- 
ducted the “Question Box” since Jan- 
uary 4 and will continue until Febru- 
ary 22. 

Pioneer Ancestry. 

Dr. Motry, a priest of the Diocese 
of Albany, was born in Tiffin, Ohio, in 
1884. His ancestry in the Buckeye 
State, on beth paternal and maternal 
sides, dates back to the pioneer days 
of a century ago. He received his 
early education at St. Joseph’s paro- 
chial school, Tiffin, Ohie. and his col 
lege and traning at the 
Pontifical College Josephinum, Colum- 
bus, Ohio, where he was ordained to 
the priesthood in 1909. After his or- 
dination he taught the Classics at this 
Institute for eight years 

Later, Dr. Motry took up post-gra- 
duate studies in Theology and Canon 
Law at the Catholic University of 
America, where he received the Doe 
torate in Sacred Theology and the 
Doctorate in Canon Law. In connec 
tion with his graduate studies, he has 
published two works, one on the “Con- 
cept of Mortal Sin in Early Christian- 
ity,” and the other on “Diocesan Fac- 
ulties.” He has been a member of the 
Canon Law Faculty of the Catholic 
University since the erection of that 
school in 1922. He has contributed

Congratulations and Thanks Seat by 
Hundreds to Vatican for Words 
of Paternal Solicitude and 
Blessing.

New York.—Into this metropolis of 
the New World there flashed recently, 
on the instantaneous wing of radio, 
the clear and distinet voice of His 
Holiness Pope Pius XI. The Vicar of 
Christ was speaking from Vatican 
City, capital of Christendom. 

Instantly, by rebroadcast from this 
receiving center, His Holiness’ voice 
leaped out through a network of radie 
stations blanketing the country, to be 
heard by millions, 

Tt marked the first radio address 
by any Pontiff in all history. 

Moreover, for this broadcast there 
were linked together the greatest 
number of radio stations ever be- 
fore joined. His Holimess literally 
spoke to all the world. 

The address made indelible in his- 
tory the ninth anniversary of the 
coronation of Pope Pius XI. which 
event, together with the opening of 
the Vatican radio station, it com- 
memorated. 

Word came that within an hour 
the Vatican station was flooded with 
congratulations. In three hours, 
400 wires and cables arrived, more 
tha. a third of them from América.
